LONDON, December ^2. 
A wireless message received from Berlin states : — " The 
Bsichstag met to-d»7. There was tremendous excitement. 
Br. Ton Bethmann-HoTlweg, the Imperial Chancellor, had 
previously conferred with the representatives of the ne vi- 
trei Powers and handed them a Note containing the 
proposals of Germany, which are understood to be the 
basis of a lasting peace. Dr. Hollweg formally proposed 
that peace negotiations ho begun throng h the representatives 
of IwiUerland, the United States, and Spain. Germany 
offers to give up all conquered territory and to return to the 
status before the war."
